“Whereas, it is self evident that anthracite coal is a greai public utility, and 
its present restriction in output has brought the country to the verge of a stu¬ 
pendous calamity, and 

“Whereas, the cause of this restricted output is the grinding greed of a 
merciless and unlawful syndicate and trust, w'hich has an exclusive ownership 
and control of the anthracite coal distiict, and 

“Whereas, the condition of the said coal district (as repiesented by the mine 
owmera) is one cf lawlessneos and disorder, threatening the lives and property 
of the people of the state of Pennsylvania and the peace and happiness of the 
entire country, thereiore be it 

“Resolved, That, p(*nding the restor.ition of peace and order, the United 
States government seize and take possession of the coal mines of thst district 
and opeiate the same for the public convenience; and br it further 

“Resolved, That we request tbe President of the United States to immediate¬ 
ly convene in extra session the nsttenal congress for the purpose of enacting 
such legislation as will secure the public ownership and operation of such coal 
mines.”

of prodnetion and dlMtributiou. 

The trust question is a national qaestlou. 
but in state affairs slao the Hoclal Demo¬ 
cratic party siauds for every radical change 
that will biiog more wesith. more culture 
and more aafety to tbe masses of tbe peo¬ 
ple. Tbe Hoclal Democratic party believes 
in Mdf-ruveriUDcni for cities; in a Just and 
iNlultable taxation, and In tbe highest do- 
vtflopmeot of a leasonabie public service. 
We also demand better legislation for tne 
protection of life and limb in factories and 
mines, tbe puNIc ownership of public utili¬ 
ties as a fact and oot aa a mere uhraae.

That every city sbalt have the 
right to take poasesslon of all Its public 
niimira by paying to the present owners 
(he price of the aame sa fixed by au Im 
putiai jury; aud that every city aud towu- 
shlu ahall have the right to issue bouiia' 
op to the amount of 5 i»er cent, of tbe en¬ 
tire tax raluatioD. for that purpose. 

5. That the state l,egUtature. tbe gov¬ 
ernor and uur representatives lu Cougresa 
ahsll take steps calculated to bring about 
tbe enactment of a itatluual law by which 
the goverumeut of tbe United States wilt 
lend the cities and townahlim money uo 
booda issued by said cities and townships 
up to fiu per cent, of the assessed vslua- 
llon. Such loan shall 1 m; made lu legal 
lender and without interest, the refund to 
take place In twenty years lu equal shares. 
This money shall have Us lutiinalc value 
secured by tbe bonds and assessed vslua- 
tioo of tho city or township that reeelvea 
the loan, aud it ahatl be canceled with 
the bonds as fast ss the loan is refunded. !
